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SUPERVISORY PATENT EXAMINER 
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Response to Arguments 

1 . With respect to the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, Applicant has includes 
declaration marked "Exhibit A". However the declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.132 does not 
clearly convey how "the user-adjustable variable being purely indicative of an intrinsic 
characteristic of the main speaker, wherein the intrinsic characteristic is independent of 
output of the main speaker thai may be obtained with any particular input" because 
the intrinsic characteristic of the main speaker does affect the output of the main 
speaker, such as "intrinsic characteristics cause the loudspeaker to exhibit a specific 
frequency response". The term "independent" does not clearly describe the invention. 

2. With respect to claims 1 , 8, 15, 20, 27, and 34 being anticipated by Kitamura, 
Applicant recites "As clearly illustrated in this passage, Kitamura does not disclose "a 
user interface configured to received at least one user-adjustable variable, the user- 
adjustable variable being purely indicative of an intrinsic characteristic of the main 
speaker, wherein the intrinsic characteristic is independent of output of the main 
speaker that may be obtained with any particular inpuf as recited in claim 1 and 
discussed in Exhibit A", has been noted. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
This passage and the Exhibit A does not clearly disclose how Kitamura differs for 
Applicant's invention. Kitamura discloses a user interface to select speaker data, which 
reads on "purely indicative of an intrinsic characteristics of the main speaker". See Fig. 

1 ; column 1 , lines 1 1 -29; column 2, line 49-67; column 3, line 54 to column 4, line 1 5; 
column 4, lines 62-67.
